PART OF PARENTS —

pecan it’s 
highly improbablo that any 
tparemt really loves both or all 
of hia (or her) children with 
absolute cquality — even when 
the parent has tried hard to do 
50 or supposes that he docs. 
Most parents would be hurt 
or angered if you suggested they 
preferted one of their childrea 
to another, And many becomo 
upset when a child asks “Do 
you love me os much as Georg? 
or Suc?” An occasional parent, 
however, admits that he or she 
doesn't feel os strong affection 
toward one child as another and 
worries about it, Indeed, some 
mothers have so written me, 
But, ideally, we should strive 
to love all our childrem equally 
and to prove to them moment 
by moment and day by day, not 
by words, but by deeds, that we 
do. Even though we might not 
wholly reach this Ideal wo 
should keep on striving till we 
are sure wo do—or almost do, 


Our first aim should be to 
show no partiality in the way of 
rewords and punishments, 
approvals and disapprovals, But 
what are we going to do when 

child docs so many more 
things thay another, 
annoys us more than another? 

We are going to dwell more on 
the good things he dots; sct the 
stage so he may do more good 
things; have more good times 
with him; reprimand him lces, 
but sclectively ond effectively. 
When rebuke 1s necossary, it 
should be quickly forgotten— 
ond never given in anger. 
Invidious comparisons with 
another child should nover be 
made. 

Suppose one child in the 
family doesn’t seem to show as 
much affection as another or 
welcome our expressions of 
affection, We shall try to sce it 
he might not desire different 
media of expressing affection 
than those we have used, Maybe 
we have not always been 
sensitive to his way of trying to 
show affection to us Ha mayy'| 
for Instance, not wish us to 
cuddle and kiss him as hts 
brother or sister docs, 

In this instance we = should 
cultivate in ourselves more sub- 


tle and enduring expressions of 
affection—-trying moro to undor- 
stand and appreciate him as a 
person, paying better attention 
to what he tries to say and do, 
so that he derives moro satis. 
faction from achi t. 
Subtle symbols of affection 
may be shown by lastening to 
him wholcheartedly; answering 
his queationa kindly and 
patiently, giving him our omiles 
and speaking to him in tendor 
tones, These symbols from us 
may cause ‘him to re@ond with
